An Act relating to state and local finances by making transfers1

and appropriations, providing for properly related matters,2

and including effective date and applicability provisions.3

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:4
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S.F. 2363

DIVISION I1

STATE BOND REPAYMENT FUND2

Section 1. STATE BOND REPAYMENT FUND.3

1. Notwithstanding section 8.55, subsection 2, paragraph4

“b”, if the Iowa economic emergency fund reaches its maximum5

balance in the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2014, after the6

designated portion of the excess moneys is transferred to the7

taxpayers trust fund pursuant to section 8.55, subsection 2,8

paragraph “a”, the next $60,050,000 is transferred to the state9

bond repayment fund created in section 8.57F.10

2. If the treasurer of state determines that the amount11

transferred pursuant to subsection 1 is not sufficient to12

defease or redeem the bonds specified in section 8.57F,13

subsection 2A, as enacted by this division of this Act, and14

to pay the costs relating to the defeasance or redemption, to15

the entire extent that the bonds may be defeased or redeemed,16

the treasurer of state may submit a written request to the17

department of management that the department certify the18

amount of the insufficiency as determined by the treasurer19

of state. The request shall detail the information needed20

by the department of management to determine whether the21

department concurs with the treasurer of state’s determination.22

Upon issuance of the department of management’s written23

certification of the insufficiency amount, there is transferred24

from the Iowa economic emergency fund, after the transfer made25

pursuant to subsection 1 to the state bond repayment fund,26

an amount equal to the insufficiency amount certified by the27

department of management. The treasurer of state’s request,28

any documents relating to the request, and the department29

of management’s certification shall also be submitted to30

the chairpersons and ranking members of the committees on31

appropriations of the senate and house of representatives and32

the legislative services agency at the time of submission or33

certification.34

3. To the extent the vision Iowa program bonds issued35
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pursuant to section 12.71 are defeased or redeemed by moneys1

transferred or credited to the state bond repayment fund2

created in section 8.57F, there is transferred to the rebuild3

Iowa infrastructure fund from the revenue source otherwise4

designated by law or existing practice for payment of the5

vision Iowa program bonds, an amount equal to that which6

otherwise would have been paid in connection with the vision7

Iowa program bonds issued pursuant to section 12.71 from such8

revenue source for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2014,9

and each fiscal year thereafter as provided in section 8.57,10

subsection 5, paragraph “e”.11

Sec. 2. Section 8.57F, Code 2014, is amended by adding the12

following new subsection:13

NEW SUBSECTION. 2A. The moneys credited to and available14

in the fund for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2014, are15

appropriated to the treasurer of state for the defeasance or16

redemption of the vision Iowa program bonds issued pursuant to17

section 12.71 and for the costs relating to the defeasance or18

redemption, to the extent the bonds can be defeased or redeemed19

and costs paid within the amount appropriated.20

Sec. 3. Section 8.57F, subsection 3, Code 2014, is amended21

to read as follows:22

3. Any bonds listed in subsection subsections 2 and 2A that23

are not defeased or redeemed in accordance with this section24

shall continue to be payable from their original payment25

source.26

Sec. 4. EFFECTIVE UPON ENACTMENT. This division of this27

Act, being deemed of immediate importance, takes effect upon28

enactment.29

Sec. 5. APPLICABILITY. The section of this division of this30

Act providing for transfer of moneys from the Iowa economic31

emergency fund to the state bond repayment fund instead of the32

general fund of the state applies to transfers made from the33

Iowa economic emergency fund after the effective date of this34

division of this Act.35

The summary of the facilities shall include an13

overview of ownership and operations, populations served,14

financing sources and average costs per patient, public15

financing limitations, security or staff training policies, and16

other considerations deemed appropriate. The summary shall17

focus on models that may be adaptable to Iowa.18

(b) A projection of the number of persons in the state who,19

in the next twenty years, would require the services of such a20

facility due to sex offender status, a history of abusive or21

violent behavior in previous nursing facility placements, or22

other unmet psychiatric needs.23

(c) An analysis of options for the state based on the24

research of out-of-state models and projected need. The25

analysis shall identify potential ownership structures and26

public or private facility options, including an identification27

of state-owned facilities that may be underutilized and could28

be reconfigured. The analysis shall also include management29

structures, whether public or private, potential sources of30

revenue and limitations on those sources, the need for enhanced31

security or staff training for safety, and other considerations32

deemed appropriate.33

(3) A report on the results of the study produced pursuant34

to this lettered paragraph shall be submitted to the governor,35
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the general assembly, and the department of human services by1

November 1, 2014.2

(4) The departments of human services, corrections,3

inspections and appeals, and aging, the state public defender,4

the office of ombudsman, the office of the state long-term care5

ombudsman, and the judicial branch shall provide information6

for purposes of the study as requested by the private entity7

conducting the study.

1. On or before January 15 of each year, a state agency9

that received an appropriation in this division of this10

Act shall report to the legislative services agency and the11

department of management the status of all projects completed12

or in progress. The report shall include a description of the13

project, the progress of work completed, the total estimated14

cost of the project, a list of all revenue sources being used15

to fund the project, the amount of funds expended, the amount16

of funds obligated, and the date the project was completed or17

an estimated completion date of the project, where applicable.18

2. On or before December 31 of each year, a recipient19

of moneys appropriated in this division of this Act for any20

purpose shall report to the state agency to which the moneys21

are appropriated the status of all projects completed or in22

progress. The report shall include a description of the23

project, the progress of work completed, the total estimated24

cost of the project, a list of all revenue sources being used25

to fund the project, the amount of funds expended, the amount26

of funds obligated, and the date the project was completed or27

an estimated completion date of the project, where applicable.28

RADON CONTROL IN SCHOOLS8

Sec. 12. NEW SECTION. 280.30 Radon testing.9

1. For purposes of this section, “short-term test” means10

a test approved by the department of public health in which a11

testing device remains in an area for not less than two days12

and not more than ninety days to determine the amount of radon13

in the air that is acceptable for human inhalation.14

2. The board of directors of each public school district15

may provide for short-term testing and retesting for radon gas16

to be performed at each attendance center under its control17

and following any new construction of an attendance center or18

additions, renovations, or repairs to an attendance center.19

3. a. The department of public health and the department20

of education shall each adopt rules to jointly administer this21

section.22

b. In consultation with appropriate stakeholders, the23

department of public health shall adopt rules establishing24

standards for radon testing at attendance centers. Such25

standards shall include but are not limited to training26

requirements for persons to conduct such testing and best27

practices for conducting such testing.28
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
